LONDON, September 12.—The remains 


of Comte de Paris were today depoaitec 
in the v..ult at Weybridge. The remains 
were viewed by thousands from sur- 
rounding towns and cities and many 
from the continent. The notabilities 
included official and unofficial repre- 
sentatives of nearly all nations of the 
world. Gathered during the day were 
Princes and Frincesaes representing 
nearly every royal family in Europe.

It is believed 
that after proper time has elapsed the 
remains of the Comte, by permission of 
the French government, will be trans- 
ferred to Dreux, where rest the bodies 
of Louie Phillippe and his wife.

THE SURVEY COMPLETED. 


The Boundary Line Between Mex 


ico and the United States. 


SAX FRANCISCO, September 7.—Colonel 


J. W. Barlow, chief of the American 
commission to resurvey and erect mon- 
uments on the boundary line between 
the United States and Mexiqp, has ar- 
rived here, having completed the work 
in which tie has been engaged two and 
a half years. The distance surveyed 
was 700 miles, from El Paso on the Rio 
Grande to the Pacific. Barlow says 
that originally fifty-two monuments 
were erected along tbe line. The com- 
missioners found that only thirty-eight 
remained. They rebuilt others and 
erected 206 more, making a total of 25S. 


In one place no monument was found 


for over 100 miles. In another place a 
monument was found a mile south ol 
the true American line 
This mile

the original survey, but they were not 
important enough to change the monu- 
ments.

You aro probably aware that Mi*. 


Waldorf Astor has already become a 
British subject, and since ho natural- 
ized himself here ho has enjoyed prefer- 
ential election to that select circle of 
England's territorial magnates, that po- 
litical holiest of tho holies, the Carlton 
club. A further step in his upward 
flight waa his nomination for tho bench 
of the county of Middlesex, and he will 
bo forthwith gazetted justice of tho 
pnace. That is an honor conferred by the 
lord high chancellor, acting for tho 
crown, 011 the nomination of the lord 
lieutenant of tho county. It entitles tho 
holder to rank as jnstico of tho quorum 
and is an inevitable preparatory step to 
higher rank. So far so good, but tho 
half has not yet been told. Ho has been 
offered a baronetcy, but, not quito con- 
tent with that, stipulates for the rank 
of a hurouat least aud will undoubtedly 
succeed.

THE Populists have received another 


knockout, this time in Arkansas. Their 
candidate for governor did not keep up 
with his Republican competitor, while 
the Democratic nominee has a hand* 
some majority over all.

Tue permanent body of 
conductors is a picked corps of uieji 
that has been sifted out by d long proc- 
ess. The labor onions have been ablti 
to enforce some of their demands as to 
pay, hoard and &omo minor resolutions, 
but they have not been able to prevent 
the discharge of conductors for KeeuiiuiJ- 
iy slight offenses — when the offeit=i; 
vt'iw not a pretext for reaching a man 
who had made himself too active as i\ 
member of tho unioit. 


No conductor, therefore-, can long r»-- 


tuiu his place unless ho have tho mem- 
ory a"d tha will to observe a boat ft 
petty regulations. Tho man who cnmiot 
accept tho discipline of snch regulations 
must mafce some mistnku and briny 
about his own dismissal. 
Only men 


who arc prompt, sober, patient and po- 
lito can hold places aa conductors. A 
man of violent temper, of ill controlled 
nerves, of easily confused head, is Euro 
to have a short career. 


It thus happens that one almost never 


sees a conductor drunk on duty; that 
tho great mass oE conductors keep their 
wits about them when tho cars firo 
crowded; that conductors are rarely im- 
polito to passuugors. Men taken at ran- 
dom even from the learned professions 
couhl . hardly be expect oil to discharge 
the duties of a conductor with success. 
Tho men show tho effects of their disci- 
pline iu a huutlred wuys, and it would 
not be difficult for an observant person to 
pitch npou newly appointed conductors. 


Thero is for the faithful conductor 


tho prospect of more or leea distant pro- 
motion. 
TJIG peculiar qualities of tho 


men are quickly bronght ont by the 
stress of tho trade, and when a conduct- 
or has been thoroughly proved thcro is 
a chance for him when a vacancy ucuurs 
in tho grade iuirnediatelyabove his own. 


Education mid natural intelligence 


count much in tho matter of promotion. 
Any man who will take tho trouble to 
have a word with tho conductor now 
aud theu will soou discover that con- 
ductors, as ;i cliisa, am above tho aver- 
ngo iu education.

In 
all these matters the streot railway com- 
panies are schools where tlie practical 
lessuiis of life ore taught by daily itera- 
tion. 


The result is that each company has 


a trained'army of men, whence tho idle, 
incompetent and negligent have been 
weeded ont, in order thnt tho company's 
work may bo done with precision and 
dispatch. No two coiiiptmiesroquire ex- 
actly the same sort of men for those 
places that bring them iu contact with 
tho public, and the character of con- 
ductors especially is noticeably differen- 
tiated on various lines. —New York Sou.

SKELETONS IN A CAVE, 


A 
Mysterious 
Discovery 
Near 


Sampsons Plat. 


Coroner L. O. Stephens is in receipt 


of information, furnished by one of the 
Mhool trustees at D'nnlap, named Biley, 
stating that two human skeletons have 
been discovered in a cave hear Sampi 
sons Flat, and asking him to come up 
and hold an inquest.' Full particulars 
of the discovery are not given, but there 
is enough to cause'suspicion that a trag- 
edy haa been committed in that locality 
in eome past time, but • just how long 
ago, the data at hand does not warrant 
a conclusion. Tliers-is plenty of room 
for the imagination to work on, hut the 
facta are meager. 
. -

At first thought it might be supposed 


the skeletons were those of Indiana who 
had been placed there after death by the 
other members of their tribe, and in 
that caee bnt little importance would 
attach to the discovery. But the teeth 
in one oi the sknlln had gold fillings, 
and this is nearly conclusive evidence 
that the skeletons are' those of white 


There was absolutely nothing eicept 


the gold fillings in-tbe .teeth by which 
to identify the skeletons,'and of course 
this waa of little value. The clothing 
was ail gone, and 'only the; white bones 
remained. Cases .have "occurred where 
skeletons have been identified by the 
fillings in the teeth, and there IB a bare 
possibility thatthis may occur again in 
this instance, hot-it is not probable. 
There is no clew as ^to who the dead 


men were. They may hive lain in the 
cave for many years, and have certainly 
lain there a considerable, time. There IB 
no recollection thal,4W persons have 
mysteriously 
disappeared: from the 


neighborhood in. recent-years. Guess 
•work ia useless, whetheritattribntes the 
death of tlie men to murder for robbery 
long ago, or whether it lays it to the 
charge of more recent outlawry.
